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Armed  parachutist 
dies  carrying  cocaine 


KNOXVILLE,  Tenn.  (AP)  —  A  heavily 
armed  parachutist,  wearing  a  bulletproof 
vest  and  carrying  $14  million  worth  of 
cocaine,  fell  to  his  death  in  a  residential 
driveway  early  Wednesday  when  his  chute 
failed,  police  said. 

“I  got  up  to  shave  and  looked  out  my  win¬ 
dow  and  saw  him,”  said  Fred  Myers,  85,  who 
discovered  the  body  Wednesday  morning. 
“It  looks  like  he  jumped  out  with  too  heavy  a 


The  victim  was  identified  as  Andrew  Car¬ 
ter  Thornton  II,  of  Paris,  Ky.  Police  had  no 
further  information  about  the  man,  who  car¬ 
ried  35  kilograms  of  cocaine  in  an  Army  duf¬ 
fel  bag,  as  well  as  two  automatic  weapons, 
several  knives  and  rope,  and  was  wearing 
night-vision  goggles. 

Knox  County  Medical  Examiner  Randall 
Pedigo  said  the  parachutist  appeared  to  have 
been  dead  for  eight  hours  when  the  body  was 
found  at  8:45  a.m. 

“He  had  bags  attached  everywhere,”  said 
Ralph  Johnson,  63,  a  neighbor  of  Myers  who 
notified  authorities. 

“There  was  a  trickle  of  blood  from  his  nose 
that  had  dried  on  each  cheek.  Other  than 
that  he  looked  OK,”  Johnson  said.  “He  was 
lying  on  his  back  with  his  knapsack  half 
under  him.” 

Metro  Narcotics  Squad  Lt.  Jerry  Day  said 
the  man  was  “aiming  for  this  area  and  there 
was  probably  someone  supposed  to  meet 
him.” 

Detective  Charles  Coleman  said  the  death 
appeared  to  be  an  accident.  , 

“He  had  several  IDs  on  him,  all  different. 
We’re  checking  to  see  which  one  is  his,”  said 
Coleman. 

The  victim’s  main  parachute  apparently 
failed  to  open  and  the  reserve  chute  had  been 
deployed,  Coleman  said. 

Tony  Acri,  assistant  special  agent  in  the 
Atlanta  office  of  the  U.S.  Drug  Enforcement 
Administration,  said  the  mountain  passes 
and  clandestine  airstrips  in  Appalachia  pro¬ 
vide  good  cover  for  smugglers  hoping  to  beat 
a  DE  A  crackdown  on  drug  peddlers  in  Miami 
-and  other  ports. 

Acri’s  office,  which  oversees  activity  in 
Tennessee,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina 
and  (Georgia,  said  cocaine  is  “smuggled  into 
the  (Appalachian)  area  and  picked  up  by  Col¬ 
ombians  and  other  groups,  and  distributed 


from  there.  It’s  a  big  problem.” 

He  said  the  area’s  access  to  interstate 
highways  appeals  to  smugglers  looking  for 
quick  getaway  and  distribution  routes. 

He  said  each  kilogram  of  cocaine  is  worth 
about  $40,000  wholesale,  and  10  times  that 
much  on  the  street. 

“It  was  just  a  matter  of  time  until  we  had 
something  like  this,”  said  Day. 

The  nearest  airport  is  Downtown  Island 
Airport,  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile 
away,  but  a  spokesman  there  said  he  already 
told  police  no  planes  landed  overnight. 

Parachuting  expert  Rick  Snow  of  Knoxvil¬ 
le,  asked  by  police  to  help  in  the  investiga¬ 
tion,  said  the  dead  man  appeared  to  be  an 
expert  jumper  because  the  chute  was  of  an 
expensive  make. 


Last  escaped  POW 
captured  in  America 


LOS  ANGELES  (AP)  —  World  War  II 
ended  Wednesday  for  Sgt.  Georg  Gaertner 
of  Field  Marshal  Erwin  Rommel’s  Afrika 
Korps,  who  surrendered  in  tears  40  years 
after  fleeing  a  prisoner-of-war  camp  in  New 
Mexico. 

Gaertner,  64,  who  lives  near  Denver 
under  the  name  Dennis  Whiles,  has  written  a 
book,  “Hitler’s  Last  Soldier  in  America,” 
published  Wednesday  to  coincide  with  his 
surrender  to  the  U.S.  Immigration  and 
Naturalization  Service. 

He  was  the  last  of  2,000  escaped  German 
prisoners  of  war  to  be  recaptured  in  the  Un- 


Yet,  Gaertner  said,  “during  my  freedom,  I 
have  lived  my  own  version  of  the  American 
dream.” 

He  said  he  escaped  because  he  knew 
Soviet  troops  had  taken  his  hometown  of 
Schweidnitz,  and  feared  he  would  be  placed 
in  a  slave  labor  camp  if  sent  back.  He  crept 
under  a  fence  on  Sept  21, 1945,  and  hopped  a 
westbound  freight  train  that  took  him  to  San 
Pedro. 

Ezell  said  the  FBI  and  INS  had  forgotten 
about  Gaertner,  whose  file  was  closed  in 
1976,  until  his  attorneys,  Ronald  T.  Olden¬ 
burg  of  Hawaii  and  Michael-John  Biber  of 
Los  Angeles,  contacted  them  and  arranged 
the  surrender. 

Gaertner  was  “the  FBI’s  longest  out¬ 
standing  fugitive,”  Biber  said. 

The  former  POW  said  he  revealed  his  past 
to  his  wife,  Jean,  only  after  she  threatened  to 
leave  him  in  1983.  He  said  marital  problems 
arose  when  he  balked  at  taking  jobs  in 
Hawaii  as  a  construction  estimator  and 
archictectural  consultant  on  military  in¬ 
stallations  and  overseas,  which  would  have 
required  a  passport. 

“Her  bags  were  packed,  and  the  taxi  was 
waiting,”  Gaertner  said.  “Faced  with  that,  I 
told  the  truth  to  her.  She  didn’t  spurn  me.” 

“I’m  so  relieved,”  his  wife  said  of  his  sur¬ 
render.  “I  would  not  have  urged  him  to  do 
this  if  I  was  not  confident  he  would  remain 
free.”

Past  LDS  leaders 
overcame  obstacles

Although  presidents  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  are  considered  by  many 
to  be  men  of  spiritual  strength,  talent  and  ambition, 
people  often  fail  to  recognize  their  human  qualities 
and  their  determined  efforts  to  overcome  limita¬ 
tions,  said  Dr.  Ronald  W.  Walker,  an  associate 
professor  of  Church  history  at  BYU. 

Portrait  in  pictures 

Walker,  who  is  also  a  member  of  the  Joseph 
Fielding  Smith  Institute  of  Church  History,  pre¬ 
sented  “A  Portrait  in  Pictures”  on  the  life  of  Heber 
J.  Grant  (the  seventh  president  of  the  LDS.Church) 
in  Wednesday’s  Flea  Market  of  Ideas. 

The  (LDS)  church  historical  department  asked 
Walker  to  write  a  biography  on  Heber  J.  Grant, 
which  he  hopes  to  finish  by  nnext  ar.  His  many 
years  of  research  in  the  church  archives  qualify  him 
as  an  expert  in  church  history. 

Driven  by  ambition 

Heber  J.  Grant  was  “a  man  driven  by  ambition, 
always  setting  goals,”  he  said.  Even  though  Presi¬ 
dent  Grant  was  completely  tone  deaf,  he  taught 
himself  how  to  sing  through  constant  practice.  He 


also  achieved  skill  in  baseball  and  penmanship  this 
way. 

“A  man  of  immense  ability  and  great  potential,” 
Grant  “charted  for  himself  an  ambitious  climb  up 
the  political  and  business  ladder”  only  to  commit 
political  and  business  “suicide”  when  he  accepted 
the  call  as  Tooele  stake  president  at  the  age  of  23, 
he  said. 

European  mission 

When  he  was  26,  Grant  was  called  to  the  Council 
of  Twelve,  a  call  that  depressed  him  and  made  him 
feel  “enormously  incapable,”  said  Walker.  Only  af¬ 
ter  a  spiritual  confirmation  was  he  able  to  carry  out 
his  calling  without  doubts  of  his  selection. 

Later,  he  was  called  to  the  original  Japanese 
mission,  but  “was  imprisoned  by  the  inability  to 
learn  the  Japanese  language.”  After  pleading  with 
the  Lord  for  a  transfer,  he  received  one  to  the 
European  mission  where  he  was  a  “dynamo,”  he 
said. 

Commanded  the  press 

“I  don’t  .think  we  have  ever  had  a  president  of  the  - 
church  who  commanded  the  press  as  did  President 
Grant  (with  the  exception  of  Brigham  Young),” 
said  Walker.  His  relationship  with  government 
leaders  placed  the  Church  in  a  favorable  light. 


Titanic's  high  death  toll 
avoidable ,  expert  says 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  man  who  led  the 
expedition  that  found  the  sunken  liner  Titanic  said 
today  he  has  “no  doubt”  the  big  loss  of  life  could 
have  been  averted  if  another  ship,  the  Californian, 
had  moved  to  rescue  the  passengers. 

Robert  Ballard,  chief  scientist  of  the  U.S.- 
French  team,  said  the  Californian  was  “inside  of  10 
miles,  perhaps  as  close  as  four  miles,”  when  the 
Titanic  began  floundering  after  striking  an  iceberg 
on  April  14,  1912,  and  “there  is  no  doubt  it  could 
have  gone  in  there  and  rescued  those  people.” 

The  captain  of  the  Californian,  Stanley  Lord, 
reported  he  was  too  far  from  the  doomed  liner  to 


help.  Another  ship,  the  Carpathia,  did  steam  to  the 
area  and  helped  rescue  about  700  of  the  Titanic’s 
survivors.  More  than  1,500  perished. 

Ballard  declined  to  be  specific  about  his  evidence 
that  the  Californian,  a  Leyland  liner,  was  nearer 
the  Titanic  than  it  claimed,  except  to  say  Lord

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GIs  might  share  medical  costs 

Hospitals  could  begin  billing  private  insurance  companies 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Veterans  Admi¬ 
nistration  hospitals  would  begin  billing  pri¬ 
vate  insurance  companies,  and  some  former 
GIs  would  have  to  pay  part  of  their  medical 
costs  for  the  first  time,  under  a  proposal 
narrowly  approved  Wednesday  by  a  House 
committee. 

“I  think  it’s  the  most  radical  change  in 
health  care  that  I’ve  seen  in  the  veterans 
arena  in  10  years,”  said  Rep.  Bob  Edgar, 
D-Pa. ,  chairman  of  the  subcommittee  on  VA 
hospitals  and  health  care,  who  opposed  the 
move. 

“It  sets  a  precedent  .  .  .  that  may  have 
enormous  implications,”  he  added. 

The  House  Veterans  Affairs  Committee 


voted  14-12  to  approve  the  legislation,  which 
was  a  bipartisan  proposal  aimed  at  achieving 
$300  million  in  VA  savings  to  meet  require¬ 
ments  of  the  fiscal  1986  budget. 

The  bill  would  set  a  deductible  fee  —  up  to 
$476  a  year  in  1986  —  to  be  paid  by  VA 
patients  who  have  a  family  income  of  more 
than  $25,000.  Poorer  veterans  and  those 
whose  ailments  are  directly  related  to  milit¬ 
ary  service  would  not  have  to  pay. 

The  law  now  says  veterans  over  age  65 
may  be  cared  for  free  of  charge  at  a  VA 
facility,  regardless  of  their  ability  to  pay.  Of 
the  nation’s  28  million  veterans,  about  4  mil¬ 
lion  are  65  or  older. 

The  change  stops  short  of  a  Reagan  admi¬ 


nistration  proposal  that  would  have  set  ; 
maximum  income  of  about«$15,000  for  admis¬ 
sion  to  VA  hospitals,  except  for  veterans 
with  service-connected  ailments. 

Rather  than  cutting  spending,  most  of  the 
“savings”  under  the  committee  plan  would 
be  new  income.  The  largest  portion  would 
come  from  billing  insurance  companies  for 
treatment  of  veterans  who  have  insurance. 
Sponsors  said  they  expected  insurance  com¬ 
panies  to  pay  $204  million  in  1986  and  $406 
million  a  year  by  1988. 

Most  health  policies  have  clauses  barring 
payment  for  care  in  VA  hospitals  or  for 
which  the  policyholder  has  no  obligation  to 
pay.  The  legislation  would  prohibit  those 


An  amendment  offered  by  Edgar  sets 
guidelines  for  the  VA  to  use  in  establishing 
reasonable  treatment  costs.  Those  costs 
would  be  used  in  calculating  how  much  insur¬ 
ance  companies  should  pay,  under  the  terms 
of  each  veteran’s  health  policy. 

The  legislation  was  offered  by  committee 
Chairman  G.V.  “Sonny”  Montgomery,  D- 
Miss.,  and  Vice  Chairman  John  Paul  Ham- 
merschmidt,  R-Ark.  It  also  includes  a  3.7 
percent  cost-of-living  increase  for  veterans’ 
disability  compensation. 

“In  effect,  the  VA  has  been  subsidizing 
private  health  insurance  companies  by 
paying  for  health  care.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Scientists  said 
Wednesday  they  have  finally  mapped  one  of 
the  tiny  viruses  that  cause  the  common  cold, 
raising  hopes  for  vaccines  or  other  drugs  to 
fight  any  number  of  life-threatening  or 
merely  pesky  viral  ailments.’ 

The  findings  could  lead  to  new  progress 
against  diseases  ranging  all  the  way.  from 
sniffles  to  multiple  sclerosis  to  leukemia  and 
perhaps  even  to  the  mysterious  and  deadly 
AIDS  virus,  the  lead  researcher,  Purdue 
University  Prof.  Michael  Rossmann,  said  at 
a  news  conference. 

He  said  there  was  great  scientific  signifi¬ 
cance  in  his  group’s  ability  to  put  together  a 
three-dimensional  map  of  a  human  virus  — 


the  first  time  such  a  viral  code  has  ever  been 
■  cracked  —  making  it  possible  to  study  ex¬ 
quisitely  tiny  interactions  within  the  body. 

Findings  just  hopes 
However,  he  made  it  clear  that  drug- 
counter  applications  of  his  findings  are  still 
hopes  rather  than  realities. 

Rossmann,  whose  Purdue  team  worked  in 
collaboration  with  a  University  of  Wisconsin 
group  headed  by  Roland  Rueckert,  said 
there  actually  may  never  be  a  one-shot  vac¬ 
cine  for  colds  because  they  can  be  caused  by 
more  than  100  different  viruses. 


Still,  he  said  that  in  light  of  his  group’s 
findings,  “it  may  be  possible  to  find  a  cure  for 


the  cold  that  may  not  be  along  the  lines  of  a 
classic  vaccine”  —  a  drug,  for  example,  that 
would  attack  not  the  virus  itself  but  would 
involve  the  site  where  the  virus  attaches  to 
healthy  cells. 

Good  information 

As  for  broader  significance,  an  official  of 
the  National  Institute  of  Allergy  and  Infec¬ 
tious  Diseases  said  in  an  interview  that 
Rossmann’s  findings  were  “a  good  basic 
piece  of  information.  ” 

“It  takes  a  lot  of  pieces  to  put  together 
something  of  clinical  importance,”  added 
William  Allen,  a  virology  program  officer  for 
the  federal  institute,  which  helped  pay  for 
the  research. 


Mapping  leukemia  viruses 

He  said  Rossmann  and  Dr.  Robert  Gallo  of 
the  National  Cancer  Institute  were  already 
setting  up  an  experiment  aimed  at  mapping 
leukemia-linked  viruses  using  the  same 
high-technolgy  processes  used  on  the  cold 
virus.  The  virus  that  apparently  causes  ac¬ 
quired  immune  deficiency  syndrome,  or 
AIDS,  could  eventually  be  part  of  that 
effort,  though  success  in  that  area  is  “is  very 
speculative,”  Allen  said. 

Rossmann  said  he  was  most  concerned 
with  understanding  viruses,  but  he  also  said 
the  new  results  made  a  drug  against  colds 
“much  more  possible,  absolutely.”

Provo  City  Council  has  put  its  stamp  of  approval  on  a  federal 
grant  application  for  an  office  building  project  in  the  downtown 


Acting  as  both  the  city  council  and  the  Provo  City  Redevelop¬ 
ment  Agency,  council  members  endorsed  the  application  of  the 
Johannsen,  Thackeray,  MacKenzie  Central  Bank  project  on 
Tuesday  for  approximately  $1,004,000  in  U.S.  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  funds. 

Ron  Madsen,  Provo  Redevelopment  director,  told  the  council 
that  the  endorsement  will  help  the  office  building  project  com¬ 
pete  for  funding.  If  awarded,  the  grant  would  be  given  to  Provo 
City,  which  in  turn  would  loan  the  money  to  the  developer. 

Resolutions  endorsing  the  project  stated  that  the  city  council 
would  cooperate  with  the  redevelopment  agency. 

“The  city  council  and  the  redevelopment  agency  are  the  same 
people,  just  changing  hats,”  said  Madsen,  “but  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  (HUD)  doesn’t  always  understand  that.  We 
have  to  have  something  if  they  ask,  ‘What  evidence.do  you  have 
that  these  two  groups  will  cooperate?’  ” 

The  building  is  planned  for  the  downtown  Provo  area,  which 


During  a  question  and  answer  period  of  the  city  council  meet¬ 
ing,  Mayor  Jim  erguson  told  residents  that  Provo’s  downtown 
will  continue  to  lose  businesses  to  economic  bad  times.  However, 
he  hopes  to  attract  more  service-oriented  businesses,  such  as 
banks  to  the  Center  Street  district. 

In  a  pre-meeting  session,  the  council  decided  to  postpone  its 
vote  on  an  ordinance  that  would  ban  leaving  cars  for  sale  in 
vacant  lots. 

Council  Chairman  Stan  Brown  said  the  council  would  pass  the 
ordinance  at  its  regular  meeting  this  Tuesday. 

Ferguson  explained  that  until  the  ordinance  is  passed,  the  city 
has  no  power  to  force  cars  parked  on  private  property  to  leave.  If 
the  ordinance  is  passed,  both  property  and  car  owners  will  be  in 
violation.

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Frontier,  Denver  city 
sign  pact  for  airport 


DENVER  (AP)  —  Denver  Mayor  Federico  Pena  and  the 
president  of  Frontier  Airlines  on  Wednesday  signed  an  agree¬ 
ment  in  which  Frontier  will  help  finance  a  proposed  new  Denver 
airport. 

The  agreement  —  similar  to  one  United  Airlines  officials 
signed  recently  —  commits  Denver-based  Frontier  to  move  to 
and  help  pay  for  a  new  Denver  airport  and  calls  for  Frontier  to 
support  front-end  financing,  by  air  carriers  using  the  airport,  for 
planning  and  land  purchases. 

In  exchange,  Frontier  will  get  second  choice  —  behind  United 
—  of  facilities  at  the  new  airport.  In  addition,  the  city  agrees  to 
provide  future  interim  improvements  at  Stapleton  International, 
Denver’s  existing  airport,  with  some  of  them  to  be  paid  for 
through  city  tax-exempt  financing. 

George  Doughty,  the  city’s  airport  director,  said  the  air  carrier 
not  yet  agreed  to  such  a  pact  with  large-scale  operations  at 
Stapleton  is  Continental  Airlines.  Doughty  added  there  are  17-20 
other  airlines  now  using  Stapleton,  but  said  they  only  comprise 
about  15  .percent  of  the  flights  in  and  out  of  Stapleton  today. 

Doughty  said  discussions  with  Continental  so  far  have  been 
preliminary. 

“We  consider  this  a  big  step  for  Frontier  and  a  strong  step  for 
the  future  viability  of  the  airline,”  said  Joseph  O’Gorman,  presi¬ 
dent  and  chief  executive  officer  of  the  airline. 


He  said  it  will  help  solve  some  Frontier  traffic  problems  caused 
by  the  current  airport’s  layout  and  called  the  proposal  the  “most 
realistic”  solution  to  Frontier’s  difficulties  using  Stapleton. 

Pena  said  he  was  especially  pleased  to  have  Frontier’s  agree¬ 
ment,  noting  it  is  “our  home-based  carrier.” 

City  Councilman  Paul  Swalm,  who  heads  the  council’s  aviation 
committee,  also  said  he  was  “delighted”  to  see  the  signing  of  the 
pact,  which  occurred  during  a  news  conference  in  Pena’s  office. 

City  officials  have  estimated  that  the  city’s  cost  for  the  planned 
airport  will  be  $1. 1  billion,  to  be  divided  among  air  carriers  using 
the  new  airport. 

O’Gorman  said  based  on  Frontier’s  current  proportionate  use 
of  Stapleton,  Frontier  can  project  paying  a  share  ranging  from  20 
to  25  percent  of  the  total  figure. 

Frontier  now  has  120  daily  flights  at  Stapleton,  and  O’Gorman 
said  the  airline  expects  to  supply  “substantially  more”  service  at 
the  new  terminal. 

The  agreements  also  stipulate  that  Stapleton  will  be  closed  to 
aviation  use  when  the  new  airport  is  ready  to  use^  unless  a  phased 
move  proves  better  financially. 

The  proposed  new  airport  would  be  built  north  and  east  of 
Stapleton.  Winning  allowances  from  neighboring  cities  to  get  the 
plans  moving  required  long  negotiations.

KARACHI,  Pakistan  (AP)  —  Benazir  Bhutto’s  father 
used  to  dream  of  creating  a  family  dynasty  in  which  his 
daughter  would  one  day  govern  Pakistan,  just  as  Indira 
Gandhi  dominated  neighboring  India. 

That  dream  appeared  to  die  when  Zulfikar  Ali  Bhutto 
was  overthrown  as  prime  minister  and  hanged,  but  his 
32-year-old  daughter  recently  returned  from  20  months  of 
self-imposed  exile  with  clear  political  ambitions. 

She  was  placed  under  house  arrest  at  her  Karachi  resi¬ 
dence  Aug.  27  and  banned  from  political  activity  by  the 
same  military  government  that  ousted  her  father. 

The  government’s  swift  action,  which  surprised  many 
Pakistanis,  underlined  her  emergence  as  the  main  leader 
of  the  opposition  to  President  Gen.  Mohammed  Zia  ul- 


Haq.  It  also  fanned  supporters’  hopes  that  she  may  indeed 
achieve  her  father’s  dream. 

Bhutto,  who  was  overthrown  in  1977  and  executed  in 
1979  after  being  found  guilty  of  conspiring  to  murder  a 
political  opponent,  doted  on  his  eldest  daughter.  She  was 
the  favorite  of  his  four  children,  and  often  at  his  side. 

Family  friends  recall  that  Bhutto  made  no  secret  of  his 
desire  to  found  a  family  dynasty  and  of  his  hopes  that 
Benazir  would  eventually  succeed  him.  Bhutto  admired 
Indian  Prime  Minister  Jawaharlal  Nehru  and  his  daugh¬ 
ter,  Gandhi,  and  wanted  to  emulate  them,  they  said. 

Miss  Bhutto  was  trained  to  work  in  the  government. 
She  was  educated  at  Harvard  and  Oxford  Universities  and 
elected  to  the  prestigous  post  of  speaker  of  the  Oxford 


Union  or  debating  society.  She  later  worked  in  the  Pakis¬ 
tani  foreign  ministry  and  was  a  reegular  figure  on  national 
television. 

Bhutto  took  his  daughter  —  but  not  his  wife  —  with, him 
in  1972  to  a  crucial  summit  with  Gandhi  to  restore  relations 
between  India  and  Pakistan  after  they  fought  a  war  in 
1971. 

After  her  father’s  death,  Miss  Bhutto  quickly  rose  to 
dominate  his  Pakistan  Peoples  Party  and  spearhead  the 
’opposition.  She  was  placed  under  house  arrest  for  three 
years  before  her  recent  exile  in  London,  where  she  lived 
for  20  months.  . 

Miss  Bhutto,  who  returned  to  Pakistan  to  bury  her 
younger  brother  Shahnawaz,  made  it  clear  she  was  deter¬ 


mined  to  oppose  Zia  and  the  military.  “There  have  been; 
too  many  sacrifices,”  she  said  on  the  day  of  her  retur 
She  espouses  her  father’s  populist-leftist  ideas  of  caring’ 
for  Pakistan’s  vast  masses.  Bhutto’s  favorite  slogan  w|s 
“bread,  clothing  and  shelter  for  all.” 

On  the  eve  of  her  arrest,  Miss  Bhutto  told  hundreds  If

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  The  lawyer  for  an  Internal  Re¬ 
venue  Service  auditor,  saying  a  federal  judge  had  left  his  client 
defenseless  against  charges  of  fraud  and  filing  for  $115,000  in 
false  tax  refunds,  rested  Wednesday  without  calling  a  single 
witness. 

G.  Gilbert  Athay,  attorney  for  Gerald  A.  Hasz,  said  U.S. 
District  Judge  J.  Thomas  Greene’s  decision  to  bar  psychiatric 
testimony  left  his  client  without  a  defense. . 

“In  light  ofthe  court’s  ruling,”  Athay  said  after  the  prosecution 
called  its  final  witnesses  Wednesday  morning,  “We  have  no 
evidence  to  offer  and  we  would  rest  also.” 

Hasz,  48,  was  arrested  in  June  and  charged  with  one  count  of 
mail  fraud  and  48  counts  of  making  false  claims  against  the  IRS  in 
1984  while  still  the  agency’s  employee.  He  is  accused  of  filihg 


income  tax  return  forms  under  false  names  and  claiming  refunds 
ranging  from  $1,973  to  $3,158. 

Greene  recessed  court  until  Thursday  morning,  at  which  time 
closing  arguments  were  scheduled.  However,  he  asked  attor¬ 
neys  to  prepare  written  recommendations  on  their  proposed 
findings  in  the  case  by  Wednesday  night. 

Assistant  U.S.  Attorney  Tena  Campbell  called  the  last  two  of 
18  witnesses,  both  of  them  IRS  employees,  before  resting  her 
case  just  an  hour  into  today’s  noij-jury  proceedings. 

Colleen  Cline,  a  revenue  agent,  said  that  late  last  year  she  and 
Hasz  had  a  discussion  about  “a  hole  in  the  system.” 

Cline  said  Hasz  told  of  a  scheme  whereby  exempt  W-4  forms 
could  be  used  to  file  for  tax  refunds,  “and  you  would  never  be 
caught  because  there  would  be  no  duplicate  filing.”

Church  drops  plan 
to  bar  disabled 
from  the  ministry

MINNEAPOLIS  (AP)  —  Follow¬ 
ing  a  public  outcry,  the  American 
Lutheran  Church  has  dropped  its 
announced  plan  to  bar  people  with  se¬ 
vere  disabilities  from  entering  the 
ministry. 

“Upon  a  complete  review,  it  was 
found  that  the  statement  did  not  re¬ 
flect  past  practices  of  the  seminaries 
or  what  the  seminaries  intended  to  do 
in  the  future,”  said  Herb  W.  David,  a 
spokesman  for  the  2.3-million- 
member  church. 

David  said  the  decision  to  drop  the 
proposal  “responds  more  to  the  legal 
review  system”  than  to  public  reac¬ 


tion,  which  he  termed  “intense.” 

The  church  had  said  in  June  that 
people  with  significant  physical  or 
mental  handicaps  may  not  be  suitable 
for  the  ministry. 

David.  W.  Preuss,  presiding  bishop 
of  the  American  Lutheran  Church, 
said  in  a  letter  accompanying  a  re¬ 
vised  statement:  “No  one  criterion 
automatically  qualifies  or  disqualifies 
a  candidate  .from  consideration  for 
seminary  training  or  pastoral  office.” 

The  American  Lutheran  Church, 
which  has  4,950  U.S.  congregations,

The  Utes  take  to  the  air

Last  Saturday  night,  the  Jim  Fassel  era  dawned 
at  Utah,  but  his  debut  as  head  coach  was  less  than 
auspicious. 

Fassel  was  hired  to  replace  Utah’s  predictable, 
but  often  effective,  ground-oriented  offense.  He 
promptly  promised  to  bring  the  passing,  game  to 
Salt  Lake  City. 

“We  need  to  be  a  pass-oriented  team  —  what  I 
like  to  call  a  ball-control  short  passing  game,”  Fas¬ 
sel  said.  “Our  priority  will  now  be  the  pass.” 

Unfortunately  for  the  Utes,  most  of  their 
athletes  were  recruited  to  run  the  veer,  aftd  the 
transition  may  not  be  be  as  rapid  as  fans  had  ex¬ 
pected  (read  Saturday  night’s  lackluster  20-17  win 
over  Boise  State  from  the  Big  Sky  Conference). 

Utah  is  blessed  with  athletes  capable  of  making 
the  big  play  —  especially  sophomore  running  back 
Eddie  Johnson.  The  5-foot-8  California  native 
rushed  for  more  yards  • —  1021  on  156  attempts  — 
than  any  other  freshman  in  the  country. 

“At  first  the  (offensive)  change  was  a  shock.  In 
high  school  it  was  just  ‘give  Eddie  the  ball.’  Last 
year  it  was  the  same,”  said  Johnson.  “I  was  scared 
at  first,  but  pro  ball  is  going  more  to  the  pass,  so  the 
change  will  be  better  for  me  personally.” 

“We  will  throw  the  running  backs  the  football. 
The  key  is  to  get  the  ball  into  their  hands,”  Fassel 


The  catalyst  of  the  new  offense  will  be  quarter¬ 
back  Brian  Bero,  who  won  the  job  after  a  spirited 
preseason  battle  with  JC  All- America  Larry  Eg- 
ger.  “Bero  is  extremely  bright  —  defenses  can’t 
confuse  him.  We  can  throw  anything  at  him,”  Fas¬ 
sel  said. 

However,  after  a  stagnant  offensive  perform¬ 
ance  against  Boise  State,  Bero  will  increasingly.be 
looking  over  his  shoulder  at  Egger. 

The  Utes  have  a  good  receiver  in  Loren  Richey 
(6-0, 175)  who  set  a  national  junior  college  record  in 
1984  by  catching  83  passes. 

Defensively,  the  key  word  is  “Mokofisi.”  Senior 
defensive  end  Filipo  Mokofisi  returns  after  garner¬ 
ing  WAC  Tri-Defensive  Player  of  the  Year  honors; 
for  the  ’84  campaign. 

“Filipo  is  a  dominant  player.  He  can  do  every¬ 
thing  and  has  no  discernible  weaknesses,”  said 
Fassel. 

Another  standout  is  inside  linebacker  Curtis 
Sampson  (6-0,  214).  “Sampson  can  be  a  leader  on 
defense,”  said  Fassel.

Master  potter  preserves  ancient  art 


Japanese  and  American  artists  to  demonstrate  Raku

Can  one  man  ruin  350  years  of  tradition?  The 
Japanese  worried  that  master  potter  Toshio  Ohi 
would  when  he  came  to  the  United  States  to  study 
Raku  pottery  with  Rick  Hirsch  at  Boston  Uni¬ 
versity. 

But  they  can  put  their  fears  to  rest. 

According  to  Von  Allen,  assistant  professor  in 
BYU’s  Art  Department,  Ohi’s  family  trusted  him, 
and  everyone  is  pleased  because  he  remained  true 
to  the  Japanese  traditions  of  Raku. 

Raku  received  its  name  from  the  16th  century 
Shogun  Hideyoshi  who  presented  the  master  tea 
bowl  maker  with  the  family  seal  Raku,  which 
means  happiness, and  pleasure. 

Ohi  will  return  to  Japan  soon,  but  he  and  Hirsch 
are  stopping  at  BYU  to  demonstrate  Raku  pottery 
and  talk  about  Japanese  art  tradition. 

Hirsch  and  Ohi  have  been  giving  lectures  during 
the  past  three  years  while  he  (Ohi)  has  been  work¬ 
ing  on  his  degree. 

Ohi  is  the  1 1th  generation  of  Raku  master  potters 
in  his  family.  He  is  also  in  line  to  inherit  the  position 
as  master  potter  of  the  Ohi  family. 

“Both  Ohi  and  Raku  are  the  key  families  who 
created  Japanese  tea  ceremony  bowls,”  said  Allen. 
Ohi  continues  making  the  traditional  tea  utensils 
but  he  also  creates  contemporary  works  that  still  fit 
within  the  bounds  of  tradition. 

Hirsch,  Ohi’s  teacher  in  the  U.S.,  received  his 
master’s  degree  in  fine  arts  at  the  Rochester  Insti¬ 
tute  of  Technology  in  New  York.  In  1978,  he  was  a 
representative  to  the  World  Crafts  Council  in 
Japan.  While  there,  he  revealed  to  the  Japanese 
what  America  had  done  to  their  Raku  process  in 
contemporary  art. 

A  respected  American  artist,  he  was  one  of  the 
first  persons  to  concentrate  on  unglazed  Raku. 


“Raku  ceramics,”  said  Allen,  “uses  lower  heat 
but  is  much  faster.  It  is  not  as  easily  controlled  as 
other  firing  processes.  It’s  very  exciting.” 

In  Raku  pottery,  the  ceramic  piece  is  removed 
from  the  kiln  when  the  glaze  is  molten.  Chemicals 
are  applied  to  the  molten  glaze,  and  the  piece  is 
placed  in  ashes  and  sawdust. 

The  BYU  art  department  has  made  its  own  kiln 
for  Hirsch  and  Ohi  to  use.  “Instead  of  lifting  (the 
delicate  pottery),  we  are  making  it  easier,”  Allen 
explained. 

The  approximately  2-by-2  foot  kiln  was  placed  on 
pullies  and  lifted  by  counter  weight  to  the  sawdust 
pile.  But  because  the  kiln  swung  in  the  process,  a 
rail  with  a  stiff  arm  was  added  to  keep  it  steady. 

“It  has  been  an  interesting  engineering  project 
for  us,”  said  Allen.  “We  made  up  our  bricks  from 
scratch.  We  made  up  our  own  chemical  process  for 
them.  The  cost  was  almost  nothing.  We  made  it  up 
from  leftovers  except  for  the  $6  in  firebrick.” 

According  to  Allen,  students  have  been  working 
on  the  kiln  on  and  off  all  summer.  “It’s  just  about 
done.  We’re  just  perfecting  it.” 

The  kiln  will  be  used  in  introductory  ceramic 
classes  at  BYU. 

The  Raku  demonstrations  will  begin  at  9  a.m. 
and  run  through  4  p.m.  today  and  from  9  a.m.  to 
noon  Friday  in  room  A-240  of  the  Ceramics  Build¬ 
ing  located  directly  behind  the  Snell  Building. 

It  will  be  informal  and  “people  can  just  drift 
through,”  said  Allen.  “It  is  not  just  for  art  majors; 


those  interested  in  East  Asian  studies  and  oriental 
traditions  will  enjoy  the  lectures.  Curious  seekers 
are  welcome.” 

Also  this  evening  at  6,  Hirsch  will  give  a  slide 
lecture  in  the  Little  Theater  (room  321),  ELWC,  on 
the  history  of  American  Raku  pottery  and  the  Raku 
family  of  Japan.  Friday  at  2  p.m.,  Ohi  will  give  a 
slide  presentation  on  the  Ohi  family  history  and  the 
tea  ceremony,  also  in  the  Little  Theater.

Any  student  who  “circumvented”  the  distribution  system  was  in 
direct  violation  of  the  honor  code,  by  cheating  and  giving  false  informa¬ 
tion,  just  as  if  they  had  cheated  on  a  test  or  lied  about  reasons  for  an 
absence  from  class. 

One  important  question  arises  concerning  Friday’s  distribution. 
Why  weren’t  those  in  charge  alerted  to  the  violations  that  were  occur¬ 
ring?  Did  any  of  the  students  who  were  abiding  by  the  rules  make  any 
moves  to  put  a  stop  to  the  cheating?  Why  not? 

The  many  students  who  witnessed  these  violations  and  yet  did 
nothing  are  not  blameless  either.  They  should  take  note  of  article  12  of 
the  honor  code,  which  states  that  students  promise  to,  “Help  others 
fulfill  their  responsibilities  under  this  code.” 

R.  Michael  Whitaker,  director  of  University  Standards,  the  depart¬ 
ment  that  enforces  the  honor  code,  says  this  does  not  mean  the  Uni¬ 
versity  advocates  or  encourages  students  to  “rat”  on  roommates, 
neighbors  or  fellow  students  behind  their  backs,  “But  there  is  a  way  to 
kindly  remind  students  there  is  a  code  of  honor  they  made  a  commit¬ 
ment  to,  and  need  to  obey.” 

Whitaker  added  that  if  that  method  doesn’t  work,  the  proper  au¬ 
thorities  should  be  told  about  the  problem. 

As  members  of  the  BYU  community,  we  have  made  a  committment 
to  obey,  honor  and  sustain  the  law.  We  must  be  more  aware  of  our 
responsibilities  arid  more  willing  to  live  by  and  help  enforce  the  ddcle 
we  have  promised  to  honor.

Ticket  system  failed;tuition  best  bet 


The  editors  of  The  Daily  Universe  have  decided  to  bring  the  ticket 
distribution  issue  to  a  close. 

Although  there  may  be  many  who  still  wish  to  express  an  opinion  on 
the  issue,  The  Daily  Universe  editorial  page  will  not  be  publishing  any 
more  letters,  editorials  or  editorial  cartoons  on  the  subject. 

However,  we  will  publish  the  results  of  the  poll  below.  All  partici¬ 
pants  must  check  the  appropriate  box  and  leave  the  ballot  in  a  box  in 
front  of  The  Daily  Universe  office  at  538  ELWC.  All  ballots  must  be 
submitted  before  5:00  p.m.  Friday. 

This  whole  page  is  devoted  to  the  ticket  controversy.  Unless  some¬ 
thing  else  comes  up  t)iat  merits  space  in  the  paper,  we  will  discontinue 
its  coverage  on  the  back  page. 

Anyone  who  may  still  wish  to  lodge  a  complaint  or  letter  of  support 
should  take  all  letters  to  the  Athletics  office  on  the  4th  floor  of  the 
Wilkinson  Center.  Any  letters  received  by  The  Daily  Universe  will  be 
forwarded  to  the  Athletics  office. 

We  recognize  that  the  poll  is  not  scientific  in  the  traditional  nature  of 
statistic  taking,  but  we  wish  to  let  the  readers  issue  a  vote.  Possible 
choices  include  selling  tickets  on  a  first-come-first-served  basis,  the 
lottery,  selling  tickets  based  on  academic  standing,  ordering  tickets  at 
tuition  time  or  raising  the  price  of  tickets.  There  is  also  a  space  for 
other  ideas,  which  should  be  written  concisely  in  the  space  provided. 

Results  will  be  published  Sept.  18. 


BYU  always  has  its  share  of  controversy,  and 
this  year  proves  to  be  no  exception.  Though  the 
ticket  lottery  fiasco  was  probably  a  judgment 
error,  ASBYU’s  good  intentions  led  us  down  the 
infamous  road. 

ASBYU  is  now  considering  future  plans  for  tick¬ 
et  disbursement.  First  of  all,  ASBYU  should  prob¬ 
ably  take  even  more  cuts  in  its  ticket  allotment.  It’s 
not  that  they  don’t  deserve  the  seats,  but  they  do 
little  to  remove  their  “ivory  tower”  image  when  300 
tickets  are  never  even  put  up  for  sale.  The  token  40 
percent  cut  excluded  a  lot  of  people  from  going  to 
the  games,  but  so  does  a  lottery  system  that  re¬ 
wards  the  lucky,  the  rich  and  the  dishonest. 

Keeping  the  lottery  would  be  absurd.  The  pep 
rally  was  fun,  despite  the  B-movie  level  suspense. 
The  weaknesses  that  followed  were  obvious.  It 
turned  out  to  be  a  heyday  for  the  clever  and  the 
dishonest.  ASBYU  was  cruel  enough  to  play  up  the 
suspense.  Cosmo  toyed  with  ticket  buyers  as  he 
prolonged  the  anxiety  of  pulling  out  the  first  num¬ 
ber.  For  the  first  time  in  Recent  history,  Cosmo 
deserved  to  be  “booed.” 

It  was  also  ridiculous  to  ask  students  to  do  the 
wave  when  each  was  certain  he  had  only  a  40  per¬ 
cent  chance  of  going  to  the  games.  It  is  hard  to  get 
excited  about  the  chance  of  getting  tickets. 

The  icing  on  the  cake  was  when  some  uninspired 
soul  asked  God  to  help  BYU  on  its  way  to  another 
national  championship.  The  prayer  offered  before 
the  game  was  definitely  more  tasteful. 

Many  figured  the  system  would  not  be  any  less 
fair  than  the  previous  system.  In  theory  it  wasn’t. 
What  made  it  unfair  was  the  insensitivity  and  dis¬ 
honesty  of  many  BYU  students.  Many,  originallyin 
favor  of  the  program,  did  hot  foresee  the  unright¬ 
eous  entrepeneurship  that*  helped  spoil  the. 


the  first-come-first-served  basis  is  not  the  answer. 
That  system  is  still  grossly  unfair  to  those  who  are 
unable  to  line  up  the  evening  before  the  sale. 
Granted,  it  does  not  produce  as  much  chaos  as  this 
year’s  plan,  but  being  better  than  this  year’s  plan 
does  not  warrant  a  reinstitution  of.  lines. 

Another  weakness  of  the  first-come-first-served 
system  is  that  it  is  difficult  to  enforce  legitimate 
crowd  control,  and  the  dishonesty  is  just  as  com¬ 
mon,  it  just  isn’t  as  noticeable.  The  system  encour¬ 
ages  students  to  skip  classes  before  and  after  the 


The  idea  of  raising  ticket  prices  is  great  for  those 
who  are  rich  enough  not  to  worry  about  expenses. 
For  the  rest  of  the  student  body  the  idea  is  even 
more  unfair  than  the  lottery.  At  least  with  the 
lottery,  the  student  had  a  chance  at  getting  tickets 
for  the  low  price.  Raising  the  price  of  tickets  elimin¬ 
ates  that  possibility. 

Another  proposal  is  to  grant  tickets  on  the  basis 
of  academic  standing.  Those  with  a  4.0  GPA  would 
be  served  first,  and  opportunities  would  be  granted 
oil  down  the  line.  It  .sounds  like  a  fair  system  that 
rewards  the  academically  diligent.  But  this  system 
has  some  readily  apparent  weaknesses. 

Freshmen  would  be  given  virtually  no  opportun¬ 
ity  to  get  tickets,  because  most  of  them  have  no 
GPA  at  all.  Also,  those  with  3.5  GPAs  in  easy 
majors  would  get  tickets  before  those  with  slightly 
lower  GPAs  in  the  tough  majors.  It  would  serve  as 
an  incentive  to  some  and  indeed  is  more  fair  than 
this  year’s  system,  but  it  still  is  not  the  best. 

The  most  favorable,  most  fair  and  most  common 
plan  is  the  one  suggested  by  Sean  McMurray  in  his 
Tuesday  “Letter  to  the  Editor.”  Schools  in  the  Mid¬ 
west  offer  students  the  chance  to  reserve  seats 
when  they  pay  their  tuition.  Not  only  would  this 
eliminate  lines  and  early  morning  chaos,  it  would 
also  encourage  students  to  pay  tuition  earlier. 


The  possibility  of  there  being  more  demand  thai 
supply  (a  popular  phrase  used  by  those  who  advo 
cate  raising  ticket  prices)  would  create  the  need  tt  #j 
come  up  with  a  plan  to  decide  who  gets  served  first  ... 
McMurray’s  idea  of  doing  it  on  the  basis  of  seniorit; 
would  still  be  unfair  to  freshmen,  but  it  would  1 
least  give  them  incentive  to  complete  classes  and  g 
to  school  during  the  summer.  ■> 

Besides,  it  is  more  unfair  for  a  senior  to  be  denie  L. 
tickets  than  a  freshman.  Those  of  the  frosh  clas  ^ 
who  disagree  will  be  this  plan’s  strongest  suppoi 
ters  three  years  from  now.  If  a  student  is  not  able  t 
get  tickets  one  year,  at  least  his  chances  improve!

Under  the  current  system,  what  hope  does  M 
student  have  of  getting  tickets  next  year?
